FACTS ABOUT THE SLOVAKS 

People Belongino to West Branch of 
Slav ramlly— Mostly Agrlcul- 
turlets and Woodcutters. 

The Slovaks are Slavs. The Mag- 
yars are not. The Slovaks are a 

]>eople belonging to tlie weal ^r.■;^ch 
of the Slav family. They are chiefly 
located in northwest Hungary and 
Moravin. but they are also to be 
fouiKl in Lower Aiutria, Slavonia 
and Bukowina. About three-fonrths 
of them are Roman Catholics. Their 
■anguage wss a dialectal form of 
Czeeii, and Czech was used in all 
their writing until the end of the 
eighteenth century, when the Slovak 
dialect began to be used in writing. 
The Slovdcs are principally agrictd- 
turi^t.'A and woodcutters. They num- 
ber about 2,300,000. So far as is 
known, the Slovaks oceupied their 
present territory about the fifth or 
sixth century, together with land 
stretching far to the south. When 
the Magyan oooqaered the kingdom 
of Oreat Moravia in 907, the Slovaks 
were a port of that country ; the 
Magj'ars displaced or assimilated the 
southern Slovaks and have, with 
brief interruptiooa, ruled the rest 
ever since. In 18i48-49, when' the 
Magj'ars rose against Austria, the 
Slovaks in turn rose against the 
Msgyars, but on the treaty of peace 
were handed back to them. The 
Magyars are a Finno-Ugrian or 
Finno-Turki people, descendants of 
thi race who, about S50, moved from 
the Fral region to the Volga, and 
after a long sojourn on the Russian 
steppe were driven westward to ob- 
tain a permanent footing, before the 
dose of the ninth century, in the bar 
■in of the middle Danube.

"The i-ourt further finds th;it 
Francis Bacon was bom Jan. 26, 
1570; that he was edticnted not only 
in Fntflish but in French, Latin, 
It ih in, German and had an education 
e(|ual to or soperiwito any one of his 
age; that he was the compiler of a 
book of 1,560 axioms and phases se- 
lected from the greatest authors ami 
books of all time; that in his youtli 
literary people were frowned upon. 
In ftuis literary people were in the fa- 
vor of the reigning powers and litera- 
tiii e wa.s liavintia renais.sance. Bacon 
went to Paris in his early youtb and 
spent several years in this atmos- 
phere.
